During incubation eggs require a 
uniform temperature, moisture supply. 
and fresh atr. 

Temperatures between 100 and 103 
_Gegrees give the best results. 

Moisture and ventilation are deter- 
mined by the size of air cells in the 
egg or the pounds loss In welght of 
eggs during incubation. ‘This loss 
should be from 10 to 12 ‘per cent of 
the original welght of eggs by the 
end of the eighteenth day. 

Cooling of-eggs 1s not necessary if 
the ventilation of the egg chamber ts 
satisfactory, 

The eggs should be turned twice 
each’ day after, the second day until- 
after the elghteenth,
